The Brisbane, 
Newcastle or Canberra 
etc clubs applying will 
have to meet very se- 
rious guidelines 
indeed. 

A well conceived 
Brisbane entry will en- 
able the potential of 
the licensed club at 
Perry Park to be 
turned into a bonanza. 

Similarly, Newcastle 


KB Austral will have 
the expanding club and 
ground — all their own 
property — working 
overtime at its Bir- 
mingham Gardens 
location. 

Already a senior 
Apia official has con- 
ceded: “One alterna- 
tive for us is to move in 
with Marconi and form 
a super club.” 

Over the years, in 
the case of certain 
clubs, crowds have fal- 
len from a claimed 
over 20,000 to 15,000 
and so on, to 1,500 or 
less. 

Examples need not 
be fleshed out so as to 
refrain from hindering 
many hard working 
present day officials, 
but we believe that 
anyone who has been 
in the game down the 
years would be able to 
instance them in both 
Sydney and Mel- 
bourne. 

Reform must in- 
clude regionalisation, 
provided the quality is 
proved in advance. 

Look at rugby 
league's extension into 
Brisbane, Gold Coast, 
Newcastle, Wollon- 
gong, Campbelltown 
and Canberra, you 
Soccerites, and learn 
from it. 

In August we 
quoted management 
authority, Ernst 
Drucker, and his 
words bear repeating. 

“Unless objectives 
are converted into ac- 
tion, they are not 
objectives, they are 
dreams. 

The time has arrived 
for the states and clubs 
to stand up and be 
counted, with the au- 
thority already given 
to the ASF and NSL to 
proceed with the re- 
structuring. 

When the NSL has 
to re-sign its QUIT 
sponsorship, or look 
for a replacement, 
there is no questioning 
it will need to have a 
national and “as strong 
a competition as 
humanly possible right 
in place. 

Any other situation 
would prove to be 
unmitigated di- 
saster.

ALTHOUGH Czechoslovakia is certain to 
travel to Austr: without its foreign-based 
players, now the majority of their starting 
line-up, their visit will still be a very useful 


exercise for the match-starved Socceroos. 


Coach Milan Macala, 
the man who replaced 
Joe Venglos, will prob- 
ably bring out the bulk 
of the ‘A’ squad players 
still based in Czechoslo- 
vakia and several of the 
country’s brilliant under 
23 Olympic side. 

The tourists are sure 
to come without 
goalkeeper Jan Stejskal 
(Queens Park Rangers), 
defenders Miroslav 
Kadlec (Kaiserslautern) 
and Jan Kocian (Sankt 
Pauli), midfielders 
Lubomir Moravcik (St 
Etienne), Josef Cho- 
vanec (PSV) and Lajos 
Kubik (Fiorentina), as 
well as strikers Tomas 
Skuhravy (Genoa) and 
Ivo Knoflicek (Sankt 
Pauli). 

These are the players 
who took the team to 
the quarter-finals of the 
World Cup and who 
kept Czechoslovakia’s 
Euro-92 hopes alive two 
weeks ago with a come- 
from-behind 3-2 win 
over Spain in Prague. 

The Czech ma Slo- 
vak-based members of 
the current national 
“A” team we will prob- 
ably see in Australia in- 
clude defenders Karel 
Kula and Michal Hipp 
and playmaker Michal 
Bilek, likely to be the 
star of the team. 

Bilek is the only big 
name from the World 
Cup team not to have 
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been lured abroad after 
Ttalia "90. 

Also Australia-bound 
will be fringe A team 
members like Milan 
Pecko and Jan Tittel 
and Bielik, not to be 
confused with Bilek. 

The rest of the tour- 
ing party will be made 
up of Olympic team 
members.

SOME years ago | 
returned to Eng- 
land from Austra- 
ja in order to take 
a series of 
coaching courses 
in England. 

My family and I

Don Howe and current 
Republic of Ireland 
team manager, Jackie 
Charlton. 

For work I was a 
school teacher in the 
East End of London 
where 50 per cent of 
the students were col- 
oured, muinly from the 
West Indies, who were 
pouring into England 
in their thousands dur- 
ing that period. 

As sports teachers 
we took the students 
by bus to outer Lon- 
don, where there were 
many sports fields. 

The West Indies lads 
were excellent at all 
sports. Some even 
played cricket in the 
school yard while it) 
was snowing. 

They were also ex- 
cellent at soccer and as 
in Brazil, they were 
from big families and 
living in deprived con- 
ditions which made 
them “hungry” li- 
terally. 

It_was obvious that, 
in time, these people 
would have a huge im- 
pact on English foot- 
ball.

The other night, as 
one watched ABC 
Television's English 
Soccer, in the main 
game Arsenal vs Crys- 
tal Palace, half of the 
players were black, of 
West Indian Negro 
background.

London, especially 
East London where 
Crystal Palace, Charl- 
ton Athletic, Millwall 
and West Ham play, 
has attracted the most 
West Indians, though 
they are scattered all 
over the country, 
particularly so in the 
Midlands, with many 
in Birmingham.

SOVIET 
LEGEND 
iS DEAD 


EDUARD Streltsov, 
one of the most con- 
troversial of Soviet 
stars, died aged 53 in 
Moscow after a long 
illness. 

Streltsov exploded on 
Soviet soccer in the 
mid-1950s, made his 
league debut with Mos- 
cow Torpedo at 16 and 
his national team debut 
at 18 in 1955. 

A centre-forward of 
skill and personality 
totally at odds with the 
demands of the Soviet 
soccer establishment at 
the time, Streltsov 
should have led the 
Soviet attack at the 
1958 World Cup finals. 

Instead he was ac- 
cused of involvement in 
a rape incident and 
sentenced to 12 years in 
Siberia. 

In 1964 Streltsov was 
released and returned 
to Torpedo. 

Fears of adverse 
publicity blocked his 
selection for the World 
Cup squad in 1966. 

But Streltsov won the 
Soviet championship 
with Torpedo in 1965, 
the cup in 1968 and was 
voted Footballer of the 
Year in 1967 and 1968. 

In his 39 internatio- 
nals he scored 25 goals, 
including a hat-trick 
against Chile in San- 
tiago in 1966. 

Streltsov retired in 

1971 and was appointed 
to the Torpedo youth 
coaching staff. 
@ FOOTNOTE: Strel- 
stov visited Australia in 
1956 as a member of the 
Soviets’ gold medal-win- 
ning football team. 


The 34-year-old for- 
mer Scottish inter- 
national has _negoti- 
ated a $380,000 move 
from Spanish First 
Division side Espanol. 

After his spells with 
Clyde and Aberdeen, 
Archibald moved to 
Tottenham, then 
Spanish giants Bar- 
celona for more than 
$2.5 million.

Van Aerie is still re- 
covering from a knee 
operation but the 
others have returned 
as PSV seek to take 
the title from holders 
Ajax Amsterdam, who 
denied them a record 
fifth consecutive 
championship last 
season. 

It seems Robson will 
need to win the league 
to silence his critics in 
the Dutch press. 

“PSV opts for kick- 
and-rush”™ com- 
mented one Dutch soc- 
cer magazine on Rob- 
son’s appointment and 
the suspicion lingers 
that he lacks the tacti- 
cal nous to coach a top 
European club. 

Robson naturally 
bristles at the sugges- 
tion.

according to recent 
reports.

THE forgotten 
man, the has-been, 
the over-priced 
flop and, perhaps 
the most cruel jibe 
of them all, the 
never-was.

His efforts of the 
past two seasons have 
left nobody doubting 
that his still posseses 
more than a little 
ability. 

And whilst he 
admits that he would 
“move at the drop of 
a hat” if an NSL offer 
came along, he is hap- 
py to stay on at Bruns- 
wick, 

“If the president 
(Joe Mirabella) is there 
Terry (coach Hennes- 
sey) will be there,” he 
explained. 

“If he is there I will 
stay on. 

“It's a good club 
even though I am a lit- 
tle bit disappointed 
that we didn’t get back 
up. 

“One of the main 
reasons I stayed for the 
past two years was be- 
cause I thought we'd 
go straight back up. 

“Promotion might 
be the only way I'll get 
the chance to play in 
the NSL agai: 

The chances of Lane 
moving are negligible 
anyway. 

Juventus would 
more than likely want 
a hefty slice of its 
$30,000 outlay back in 
return. 

Once again it all 
comes back to that 
wretched transfer fee. 

“Sometimes I just 
want to cry — I can't 
even watch NSL 
matches at times I feel 
so bad,” he says. 

“That $30,000 was 
the worst thing that 
has happened in my 
career and if I'd known 
what was going to hap- 
pen»back then, I'd 
have stayed where I 
was.”

Putting the Seal on atop career

DAVID SEAL: at the crossroads of his young career. 


IT seems to me that young David Seal will fast 
lose the goodwill his precious talents has 
engendered if his attitude does not change. 

~ Actually, it may well be fairer to say ifthe attitude 
of his advisors doesn't change, as most of his 
alleged complaints in the press about the unfair 
treatment he claims to be getting at Marconi 
appear to have emanated from his dad. 

There's nothing wrong with a father protecting 
the interests of a teenage son; in fact, it's quite 
normal and the opposite would be surprising. 

Seal, 18, and his father are quoted as 
complaining in several newspapers about the 
youngster’s non-automatic starting spot at 
Marconi. 


In the articles they have gone so far as to 
threaten to seek a transfer unless Seal is 
guaranteed a berth in the club's starting line-up in 
a case of picking up the ball and going home. 

This is going over the top as no player anywhere 
can, and should, dictate to his coach, whoever he 
may be. 

Marconi spent big bucks — $35,000 — to secure 
Seal from Sydney Croatia after, incidentally, more 
harsh comments from his English-born father 
regarding the club. 

Whether these comments, to wit, that Seal Sr 
was anxious to remove his talented young son 
from aclub which was far too politically motivated, 
were justified or not — and | believe many probably 
thought they were — is not the point. 

Some parents can love their children to death 


In David Seals case, at only 18 years of age, | 
consider he faces the danger of already being 
tagged as a “trouble-maker”, someone difficult to 
deal with. 


It could well handicap his career, and that would 
be a shame as he is a fine player, one with loads of 
Potential. 

Perhaps winning the QNSL goalscoring title at 
so young an age last season came too soon for the 
player and the entourage that no doubt has his 
well-being to heart. 

Seal will has to pay his dues. 

And part of paying them is to accept your 
coach's decisions, no matter how unfair they might 
appear — that's what being a professional is all 
about. 

Berti Mariani, as coach of Marconi, will stand or 
fall on his on and off the field decisions. 

And as one of his players, and virtually a 
beginner, Seal has to accept them. 

He is doing his future no good at all but if he 
developes a reputation as a “whinger”. 

My advice to David Seal, truly petentially one of

Jean-Claude Dar- 
mon, credited with 
helping the Federation 
boost its profits drama- 
tically in recent years, 
was charged by a 
Marseille judge in con- 
nection with an in- 
vestigation of alleged 
fraud by officials of the 
Toulon First Division 
team, 

He also was charged 
in connection with 
alleged, financial abuses 
by 12 companies under 
his control. The firms 
handle publicity and 
television contracts for 
12 First Division teams, 
as well as for several 
‘other sports. 

Darmon was allowed 
to remain free on bail of 
$260,000. 

“L'Equipe’’, the 
national sports daily, 
said it was threatening 
France's 1998 World 
Cup bid. 

The president of the 
French Federation, 
Jean Fouret-Fayard, 
told reporters: “The 
future of French soccer 
is at stake.”
